77 To sum up, the whole affair is diprodigious wrong on the rights of pris- 


oners, and it calls for immediate. remedies. "The idea of keeping Christian 
people in such infamous jails, is..a stigma upon the boasted Christianity of 
this great and liberal e community.: The people of America are, to.& man, in 
favor of doing justice to all our poor creatures,.and the incarcerated prisoner 
is Justly deserving of fair dealing at the hands of petty officers, or higher 
functionaries, whether they be County, or Territorial officers. 

‘11th. ` We are of ‘the opinion that it would be a just and ' wise" Sot for 
this Legislature to remove said two prisoners to some more cleanly jail in thé 
Territory; or to cause them: to be removed to some State Prison, until

And we further recommend that some regular dietery 
system be adopted for said prisoners. And we further recommend that all 
the Territorial prisoners be kept together in: one room and be fürnished with 
a regular bill of fare, so they can get a variety of food, and not be kept on 
very poor coffee, and meat with much bone, and one small loaf óf bread fot 
three days’ rations, . We also further beg leave to recommend that said pris- 
oners shall. be furnished tea for their supper, instead of coffee. Also, we 
further recommend that said Territorial prisoners be furnished ` with knives, 
forks, and spoons during their meals; but said knives, forks, and spoons can 
be taken away after each meal. 

And we further recommend that said prisoners be furnished with proper 
means to do their washing, or be allowed to have their washing done outside 
of the jail, at least three pieces per week for each prisoner ; which would not 
exceed seventy-five cents a dozen of pieces, or about eighteen dollars per 
year, for the two prisoners—all of which would, in our humble opinion be 
greatly: to our credit as a Christian Legislature, possessed of honest’ hearts 
and willing hands and voices in behalf of God and good order among men.
